At this.time of year, it is appropriate to take a few 


moments ‘to reflect on those things for which we. 


should be thankful. This is especially true for both 
musicians and music buffs. 

At the top of the list, we should be thankful for 
music itself. As I've stressed in earlier columns, music 
is a truly special and sacred art form, and we are very 
fortunate to have it with us on our journey through life. 
It can be a great friend to us in difficult times. Now for 
the more particular items... 

We must be thankful for MTV. Since the first 
revamping of the format, music has become less and 
less important as they have chosen to provide us with 
game shows, quasi-sporting events, quasi news and 
documentaries, quasi-political messages and the like, 
the general garbage they put on the air has been 
reduced to the same 25 videos in rotation every day. 
Music is not important to these folks. Advertising 
dollars are. So why be thankful? Because if they keep 
going this way, they may soon invalidate themselves 
as a valid musical outlet, and the garbage they hustle 
on us in the name of music will wither and die. This in 
turn should make room for more challenging music on 
the airwaves. Let-us pray that this will come to pass. 

Let us give thanks to The Nashville Network for 
being an example of a television outlet which is 
devoted purely to music. This has nothing to do with 
whether or not you are a fan of country music...| for 
one am not, but TNN provides us with music all the 
time, and live music every day. They are the example 
for others in all formats to follow if music is important. 

Let us be thankful for ridiculously high concert 
ticket prices and ridiculously high service charges. 
The market forces that shape the rest of the world will 
eventually force people into going to lower priced 
venues to see local bands, as opposed to the higher 
priced record industry crap. 

Let us be truly thankful for digital sampling which 
allows "musicians" to recycle sounds and licks from 
old records we're already sick to death of, so that 
eventually, everyone will stop listening to 
manufactured, recycled trash and start listening to 
Stuff that's real honest music, stuff that gets little 
attention at this time. This will only help the local 
musician who can't afford the hardware and who 
doesn't want to do that sort of thing anyway. 

Let us say a word of thanks to the National Football 
League. They provide many tavern owners with 
programming that helps keep their beleaguered 
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establishments in business so that when good music is 
finally again in style, local musicians will have places 
in which to play it. 


And finally, let us be thankful for the coming police 
State. As proven in countless repressive societies, 
when freedom is taken away, the music begins to 
matter a lot more to a lot more people, and the artist 
takes a great deal more responsibility in the 
presentation of meaningful art. Apparently, that's what 
it's going to take here in the United States as well. 

It stinks that we have to be thankful for thesé evils 
in order to get to true values, but, Sadly, it seems that 
this is indeed the case. 

But in the meantime, let us also not forget to be 
thankful that we still have the freedom to say 
Something in forums like this one. And let us be. 
thankful that we still have minds and hands to effect 
changes before we reach these extremes. The 
question is, will we? If we do, then | will be thankful for 
that.

Tower theatre- Sunday November 6th, 1994

Sass Jordan, up and coming singer slash songwriter 
slash musician, and her band the Road Rats opened for 
Steve Perry at the Tower Theatre on Sunday November 6th, 
1994, and | was fortunate enough to be there. | was turned 
on to Jordan's latest CD and was impressed enough. 
Seeing her perform live was icing on the cake. She 
possesses one of the most powerful voices I've heard in 
years, and after seeing this live performance I've decided to 
sway my former opinion of her from “Comparable Others of 
Her Genre" to "Completely Unique and Distinctive", with a 
refreshing new style of her own. 

Jordan was born in Birmingham, England and raised in 
Montreal. She developed her skills playing bass and 
singing with different bands before releasing her first CD 
Racine in 1992 which led her to touring duties with the 
Steve Miller Band, The Arc Angels, Joe Cocker and 
Extreme. With the Recent Release of Rats, Jordan has 
earned her mark in the industry and there's no doubt she 
will continue to climb. 

Jordan opened her show without fuss or foreplay, 
simply walking out on stage with her band (including 
guitarists Nick Lashley and Steve Norton and bassist Tony 
Reyes) and blasting right into "Dreamin", a kick-ass tune 
with heavy guitar licks and biting vocals. Next tune was 
"I'm Not" from Rats, which | believe deserves air-play but 
hasn't had any yet, as far as | know. The lyrics clearly 
depict a dark, personal side of someone's life - anyone's life 
- with no evident redemption in the end. On she went with a 
couple of tunes from Racine. One of them was titled BG Ty 
Baby" which started out extremely gentle and melodic - 
turning us on to her softer side - sounding sweet and 
mellow but building up progressively and ending with hard 
vocal screaming and a incredible guitar solo. Towards the 
middle of her show, Jordan pulled up a stool, borrowed 
Reyes’ bass and accompanied her band on "Give" from 
Rats. This tune emphasized her vocals more than most, 
perhaps all, of the others she performed during the show. 
The lyrics were beautiful and she Sang as expressively as 
any singer would have performing a song they had written 
themselves (this tune was co-written by Reyes). 

Jordan followed up "Give" with "Sun's Gonna Rise" 
which, probably because of the pretty extensive radio play 
it's gotten lately, was a familiar favorite of the audience. 
Injecting it into her performance at this particular point 
indicated Jordan's respect for a live crowd (playing a 
familiar tune just when we're ready for it). | wasn't surprised 
when the woman sitting next to me, who came to see Steve 
Perry, said, "on yeah, | know this song". "So this is who 
sings it". "She's really good". "What's her name again"? 

"Sun's Gonna Rise" has earned a spot on my list of 
favorites. Not because of it's popularity but mainly because 
the lyrics are damned true-to-life. It was inspiring, humble 
and touching as well as reflective of a lot of people's lives. 
We've all undoubtedly "Fallen From Grace" and picked 
ourselves up at some point. The redemptive quality of the 
song reveals the sweet justice we enjoy when we tug at 
those boot straps. The song is poetry. 
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Jordan ended her performance with an infectious "High 
Road Easy",-another tune | think deserves air-play. This is 
a serious, hard rockin’ song about addictions and the devils 
in all of us. A message stating that you're either in or out, 
with it or without, on it or off It definitely was a powerful 
and pungent song and musically, this tune got the crowd 
ready for Perry. 

Having never met the woman, if | had to describe her 
based on what I've seen and heard thus far, I'd have to 
agree with Jordan's Comrade and pal Stevie Salas that 
"She's a little blonde, bad-ass bitch" who's heart wrenching 
lyrics and soulful voice will blow you away. Jordan states 
that “anything you can think of, I've done, | am, | wanna be". 
This is Sass Jordan's character. I'm sure there's a lot more 
of her to come and |'ll be checking it all out.

Steve perry's been away too long, and it's good to 
finally have him back. He played the Tower Theatre on 
Sunday November 6th, 1994 to a packed house and was as 
excited being on stage as the audience was having him 
there. After suffering from a serious bout of job burn-out 
(as well as some personal crisis) Perry has reunited himself 
with the industry and sounds, looks and inevitably feels as 
good, if not better than ever. This all showed in his 
dynamic performance. His latest CD effort, For the Love of 
Strange Medicine won't disapoint Journey/Perry fans. We 
get to listen to the charismatic voice once again, and this 
particular live performance has proven that he definitely 
hasn't loss any vocal savvy at all. 

With a fresh new band that includes lead guitarist 
extraordinaire Lincoln Brewster (just 23 years old!!), 
keyboardist Paul Taylor, bassist Todd Jensen and superb 
drummer Moyas Lucas Jr., Perry started rockin’ out the 
audience with an array of new material including "You 
Better Wait (one of the first group songs written), "I am” 
(with chord changes attributed to Taylor and Brewster that 
were ear catching and impressive) and "For the Love of 
Strange Medicine" which seems to be Perry's signature 
song (‘it's all strange medicine because it only works for so 
long. It's basically about all things we do for the love of 
strange medicine" states Perry)

Perry's continual rapport and flirtatious behavior on 
stage was testimony to how badly he has missed 
performing. The antics were charming enough during the 
first half of the show alone with his facial expressions and 
sexy, playful stances, you can imagine the audience 
reaction later when, from the ceiling - on a hanger - dropped 
a red tuxedo complete with tails. Perry jokingly looked it 
over. Playfully walked around it and around it. Toyed with 
the audience about wearing it. Then finally, in a sultry, slow 
strip-tease fashion he wiggled into the garmet. First his 
right arm, then his left - all the while his back to the 
audience - then to the almost orgasmic screams and cheers 
from the crowd, he slowly and playfully began to yank his 
long ponytail out from under the jacket. Finally, having 
pulled out all that hair (yes, his hair has also grown in the 
last eight years), Perry ripped out the rubber band and 
literally let his hair down. This was the point during the 
show that we knew we'd hear some familiar tunes. 

We heard "Oh Sherrie". We climaxed with "Foolish 
Hearts". We became aroused again with “Don't Stop 
Believing", "Who's Crying Now’, "Faithfully", "Missin’ You" 
and the ever popular, and my favorite always, "Lovin, 
Touchin’, Squeezin" which he allowed the audience to sing 
as he strutted across the stage. Perry's energy level was 
endless. The entire show seemed an endeavor in play - 
how to excite and entice and induce an audience before 
each song. Even Brewster was into the antics, tossing his 
guitar picks here and there and keeping that baby-face 
smile through out the night. Brewster's limelight moment 
was when he teased the audience with the first few guitar 
licks to "Wheel in the Sky". He played these licks alone on 
stage under a solo spotlight three, maybe four times before 
finally jamming right into the song. His bandmates joined 
him onstage at the right crucial moment and Perry, of 
course, was right on cue, going right into "Anyway You 
Want It", then leaving the stage. Of course we expected an 
encore and we got it with "Midnight Train”. 

The show was awesome. Fifteen rockin’ songs later 
and the crowd was won over. It turned me, a formerly not 
so serious Journey fan, into a Perry fan. His voice went 
through me. His band was tight as hell. His new material 
was impressive and most of all, his demeanor pushed me 
over the line from, "oh, that was a good show" to "yes, when 
he's back, I'll Pay to see him again’. 

Good luck Perry. You don't need it, but more power to 
you. And don't disappear again this time. Keep writing. 
You've still got a slew of fans!

Well, listeners, here I am again. It's 9:28 in 
the morning and down in the Crypt, I'm having 
my usual breakfast of Texas style French toast 
and pleasuring myself with sounds of the latest 
Queensryche release. 

Promised Land, the seventh CD of 
Queensryche's musical empire, was released 
October 18, 1994. Symbolic in the sense that 
both, it was my birthday and the role the band's 
music and writing has played in my life. Hence, 
it gives me great honor to write this review. 

Four years have since passed since their 
1990 triple platinum release, Empire. Unlike its 
predecessor, that made Queensryche an icon in 
the mainstream region of radio and video, 
Promised Land provides the listener with a more 
non-commercial and darker side of music: 
Geared for the one rather than the whole. 

Whether conceptual or not, Promised Land 
delivers the insight of self-evaluation. Reflective 
of this are such singles as: the first release "J Am 
I" (steering perception? I am! inviting 
contradiction? I am!), title track "Promised 
Land" (preaching from the floor again the same 
old sad song, "Bartender...bring another drink for 
their favorite son.), "Disconnected" (I've got to 
do something about this loathsome state I'm in.), 
"Damaged" (They say I'm to reach inside and 
find the broken part of my machinery.), and 


"Bridge" (You say, "Son, let's forget the past, I :

Available November 8th, this 
limited edition boxed set "Drives F***ing Nails!" 
For the true "industrial" fan, this hard hitting 
compilation is a must add to your collection. 
Although availability locally is scarce, it is well 
worth the special order wait. Special thanx to the 
ACRAT crew for obtaining a copy for me! 

Wax Trax!, founded by Jim Nash and 
Dannie Flesher in 1973, was originally a record 
store in Denver, Colorado, that specialized in the 
sales of indie, alternative, and just plain "weird" 
music. Realizing that Denver was no longer the 
proper soil for their growing business, Wax 
Trax! re-rooted itself in Chicago, 1978. 

Wax Trax! Records emerged accidentally 
when Jim and Dannie agreed to release a record 
by Strike Under, a local band consisting of some 
store regulars. The next artist signed to the Wax 
Trax! label was Divine, an actor/actress they met 
at the Alternative Miss World Contest. Although 
neither artists were success stories, it was still a 
beginning. Until . . . 

WAX-003, the "Cold Life" single. It was the 
release that made Wax Trax! a pioneer in the 
field of underground music and provided Al 
Jourgensen (Ministry) with an open door to the 
music industry. 

Over the years, the Wax Trax! family grew 
as did the artists under its wings. Black Box is a 
collection of some earlier material from these 
artists. Contributing are such bands as Ministry, 
KMFDM, 1000 Homo DJs (Trent Reznor), 
Sister Machine Gun, The KLF, and Thrill Kill 
Kult. 

Packaged in a steel box, Black Box contains: 
3 CDs (36 artists), a 76-page book, a poster, 
coasters, and an embroidered patch.

"Reporters and commentators have an 
obligation to understand the terms and 
beliefs of persons about whom they write. 
They don't have to believe in the same 
things to do their job well, but accuracy 
and fairness ought to be expected." These 
words, circled, sitting by themselves in 
the middle of the page, adorn the front 
cover of New Minority's press kit. And, I 
suppose, the belligerent warning, "To my 
foes -- F*ck You. We know who you are" 
in the liner notes of their debut release is 
for anyone who might not see it that way. 
Truly, it would be a little too easy, and 
unfair, to simply dismiss this album with 
few snide comments (for example: They 
should have called this collection of 
trailer park anthems “Ignorant, Twisted, 
and Insecure") but I think Im beyond 
such things. 

Musically this album leans toward 
the generic. It's the same type of slick, 
corporate, overproduced, proto-metal ot 
the mid-eighties that came to dominate 
the mainstream and herald the onslaught 
of glam rock. Although, at some points, 
the tunes are reminiscent of the mighty 
AC/DC they are often overshadowed by 
shades of Spinal Tap. The piano intro on 
"Rid of the Bitch" definitely rivals Nigel 
Tufnel's "Lick My Love Pump."

Well, it's come to this, has it? A head-to-head, knock- 
down-drag-out battle between the leading pioneers of 
improvisation based "jam rock" and the forerunners of the 
so-called "retro, neo-hippie" sect. I knew from the start it 
wouldn't be much of a fight. Imagine Mike Tyson, fresh out 
of the pokey, up against, say, George Foreman. As 
formidable as he is (or was), up against Tyson there'd be no 


contest. Unfortunately, that's exactly what I got out of these 


shows. 

Anyone who's followed the Dead knows that the band 
have always had a history of being, shall we say, unreliable 
in concert situations. Dependent upon.a host of variables 
One can catch the Dead on a "good night," and leave the 
venue a very changed individual, or witness an agonizingly 
"poor night," and leave wondering why you ever bothered 
to leave the house. I've seen my share of stinkers in my 
forty-five plus shows. as well as shows that left the hairs on 
my arms standing on end. Lately it seems there are more 
"poor nights" than ever before. Though not quite as bad as 
it could have been, this show goes right into the stinker 
column. 

The songs weren't necessarily executed poorly, but the 
entire band seemed preoccupied onstage. It seemed as 
though they would rather have been anywhere else, and this 
reflected in the music. The newer songs offered, "Easy 
Answers" and Phil Lesh's "If the Shoe Fits," were met with 
stubborn indifference from the audience, while the old 


standards, such as "Mississippi 1/2 Step" and "Ramble on : 


Rose," were sluggish and all but devoid of emotion. But 
then again, the same could be said of much of the crowd. 
Very few people in the sections around me were dancing 
and were decidedly more interested in their conversations 
than the music. That's not to say there weren't certain high 
points. "When I Paint My Masterpiece," featuring Bob 
Weir on the acoustic guitar, was just beautiful as was 
"China/Rider" and "The Other One." Still, it felt defeating 
to see 18.000 people cheering more excitedly at the "local 
color" videos that were part of the light show than about

anything happening musically during the’ "climax" of 
"Good Lovin'." Nowadays. as Ticketmaster Jacks up ticket 
prices to a whopping $35.00 and up, it would seem only 
fair that the Dead try to maintain a minimum performance 
standard for those of us who can't afford to go to every gig 
on tour in hopes of seeing "the one." 

Meanwhile, the choice between seeing the Dead's 50th 
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[GRATEFUL DEAD 


performance at the Spectrum or making the (as it turned 
out) four hour hell drive to Lehigh University to see Phish 
was a simple one. Phish won, hands down. In the four years 
since I first encountered them at the tiny 23 East club in 
Ardmore, Pa., I have yet to leave a Phish concert 
unsatisfied and not completely and utterly amazed. And, 
seeing as though the band will be taking a hiatus from 
touring until next summer following their New Year's Eve 
shows, it was an imperative. 

As vital and spirited as the first set was, all the way up 
through the set closing "David Bowie," it wasn't until the 
second set that the music hit high gear. I couldn't help but 
be overwhelmed as Phish took the very first song of the set, 
"Maze," and played it as though their lives depended upon 
it, turning every improvisational corner imaginable until 
_the music bore little resemblance to the song from which it 
sprang. These were not just hapless, stoned meanderings, 
mind you, but very controlled and mindful collective 
creations from a band well rooted in jazz, blues, calypso. 
classical, and a dozen other genres of music who have been 
playing together for over a decade. What other band could 
bring forth a full blown Russian folk-dance melody from 
out of the middle of a bluegrass number? It just got better 
from there, and the audience responded in kind in attention 
and enthusiasm. The cornerstone of the set this night was 
"Tweezer" as well as the "Tweezer Reprise" which followed 
it up at a later point. Still, the best part of this particular 
show had to be the encore. Always ready to plumb new 
depths, this night Phish indulged us all with an acoustic 
mini-set which featured Trey on guitar, drumer Fishman on 
washboard, bassist Mike Gordon on the banjo, and 
keyboardist Paige McConnell on acoustic bass! Amazingly 
the capacity crowd stilled to near silence for this event.

Over the last few months, my band has been on an 
extended hiatus. At the beginning of 1994, we'd just finished 
a year-long series of gigs, interviews and travels promoting 
You Can't Fight Fiction. By the end of that stretch, we had 
become very tight on stage. But we'd also become very 
bored with outselves. The problem was attempting to shake 
off the same old thought processes that were becoming all 
too easy to fall into. As a bassist, it was becoming too easy 
for me to play similar bass lines in every new song. 

This problem seems to be very common in that nearly 
every musician | come in contact with spends periods of 
time struggling against this sort of mental stagnation. And, 
of course, there are probably as many ways to overcome 
this problem as there are musicians. However, I'd like to 
share a method, that has proved effective for me. It involves 
a pair of exercises.

That is correct. When you're bored and you just can't 
seem to generate any fresh ideas or approaches, DON'T 
PLAY! You'll be surprised at how many mental roadblocks 
will crumble when there's been no traffic on the road for 
awhile. Once you've cleared out the refuse in this way, the 
next step is to break the old patterns by playing new ones. 
One of my favorites is simply to look at the neck of the bass 
as a canvas on which to draw geometric shapes without 
regard to what they sound like. Exercise two is one 
example:

MARKETING IN MUSIC PART | 


Equation: consistent input yields quality output. (The 
layman version, "You get out what you put in"). Another © 
Equation: Proper marketing and intelligent distribution 
produces a viable economic outline which creates a basic 
matrix for increasing ones capitol gain structure. (The 
layman version "The more people you know, the less likely 
you are to be out of work"). All that sounds like excerpts 
from a Economic textbook that you might find at a local 
college. Big business words. Business people. People in 
drab suits. Financial mumbo jumbo. Business tools 
necessary to successfully navigate the big money music 
industry. | know some of you might say ,"! got your 
marketing tool right here, Jerky! You might make fun of 
these people, despise them and even try to ignore them. 
However, you deal with it after every show, just look in your 
wallet. Weeding through guitar string receipts and other 
crap, you find enough for gas and a beverage. To some 
that amount of cash flow is quite sufficient, and for the 
record, thats perfectly okay. As a point of further reference 
this months article is not insinuating that this is the only 
method in practice used to achieve success in the industry. 
Success is what you make of it. But, for others who might 
want a larger piece of the pie and would like a:little insight 
while waiting at the recording contract stoplight, read 
ahead. There comes a time, usually immediately after your 
band makes a collective decision to approach music as a 
business when marketing comes into play. Its not as 
complicated as many would think. Lets look at the music 
industry from my perspective for a minute, shall we? Think 
of the business like a stock market. You have large 
investors and you have independent buyers. These are the 
guys with the initial required monies. Money makes money 
so you have to have a vast plethora of companies offering 
pieces of themselves so that they may grow to reach a 
greater stature within the boundaries of the American free 
enterprise system. Now, this what happens; The investor 
(record label) likes a companies (band) product. The 
investor will be weary at first and check to see how stable 
this particular company is. He will research how many 
other people like the product (songs). How long has the 
company been in business and how is the internal structure 
and stability of the company? (how well the band members 
get along). Once these surveys are completed and the 
investor decides an expenditure would be beneficial to him 
or his investors, a purchase is made (recording contract). 
There. Now that wasn't too hard to follow. Lets move on 
tho phase two of the marketing game. Once an investment 
has been made, performance is necessary to facilitate 
success. So thats what happens, the company produces 
product and the investor's capitol provides among other 
things, a marketing budget. The bigger the investment, the 
bigger the marketing scheme. Because thats exactly what 
it is, a scheme (In a polite sense, its a plan). How many 
people between the ages of 15 and 25 like the company 
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product. How many between 26 and 40 for that matter. 
Demographics, poles, surveys, advertising campaigns, 
public appearances and how they relate to the product 
sales, but these subjects are another article all together. 
The fact is we could spend hours on this subject and still 
not reach halfway in all the theories and branches involved 
in marketing. So basically what occurs after a successful 
marketing campaign (record release & tour) is that the 
company begins to grow (band gets more popular). It has a 
reputation. It has more capitol due to large sales figures. It 
begins to be more powerful and dominant in the 
marketplace (all over MTV and national radio for example). 
It commands respect in our free enterprise system. Before 
everyone starts screaming “Thats mainstream! We don't 
listen or care about that stuff*. Well for the most part you 
correct. | don't listen to top 40 and find radio and 
television's version of rock n' roll very commercial and not 
very appealing. Then again, thats what we are talking 
about, isn't it? commercialism and marketing. A company 
doesn't necessarily have to be good in order to acquire an 
investor. It does have to have stability, potential for 
longevity and a fairly decent product. What | am saying is it 
doesn't matter how good your band is, it matterS how you 
market yourself. It you have a tight, colorful package 
eventually you are sure to draw attention to yourself. Look 
for parts two, three and four; dealing with print media & 
advertising, music video's and the now commonplace audio 


demonstration.

Of course, New Minority has an ulterior agenda. Trouble is, — 


even after listening to the album and reading the lyric sheet, I still 
don't know what it is. Several issues are touched upon slightly but 
aren't actually dealt with or explored in any depth whatsoever. 
The result is a loosely (very loosely) connected string of 
reactionary slogans and inarticulate frustrations, the type which 
mainstream media talking heads such as Pat Buchanan and Rush 
Limbaugh have spewed for years, gathered under the umbrella of 
"white pride" and self-professed status as outcast. Rather than 
offer solutions, or even a coherent philosophy on the present 
system (which hurts everyone -- white, black, or whatever, make 
no mistake about it) Farley seems to be fishing for scapegoats; 
blacks, Jews, homosexuals, women, and illegal aliens are all 
potential targets. The most vehement expression of this comes 
trom the cut "White, Straight, and Proud": 

"Hey man, we don't burn your neighborhood, we don't shoot 
you, you burn your own neighborhood, you shoot each other. And 
you homosexuals trying to teach our kids values that ain't 





normal. Normal, I'll tell you, we're normal, you're not normal 
that's why they call you queer! And you illegal aliens...I'm not 
even going to get into that sh*t. White! Straight! Proud! We are 
the backbone. We're white and straight. We built this country, we 
made her great.”

This, coming from someone of Italian/Irish background, seems 
to be a bit out of place. Or is it just me? Having studied European 
history and the roots of my own Saxon ethnicity, I've found the 
only "race traitors" are those who bring shame and embarrassment 
to their "own kind" in the eyes of the rest of the planet's 
inhabitants. I find more inspiration and pride listening to, say, 3rd 
Bass or KRS-One. If New Minority really were proud, they would 
have no need toprove it to anyone and, perhaps, they would have 
had their names listed in the credits.
